Waterwo rks 
Co mpany ’s 
Ma­ 
chine Giv en a Trial Run. 


WONDERFUL INVENTION, 


Automatic Electric Device for Open- 
iug- and Closing: th e Valves at 
th e Water Towers. 


Steam was yesterday turned into 
^ 
th e cylinders of th e new electric 
ligh t engine of th e Sedalia W ater 
and Ligh t company at th e pump 
station and th e big dynamo given 
a breaking-in run of an h our or 
two. 
President 
Crandall, 
Superin­ 
tendent Andrews, 
G. 
L. 
Faul- 
h aber and th e newspaper reporters 
were driven to th e plant during 
th e afternoon, wh ile th e mach inery 
was in motion, and came away 
w ith full and complete tech nical 
knowledge of th e wh ole th ing. 
Th e ligh ting plant of th e com­ 
pany is one of th e finest ever in­ 
stalled in th is part of th e state,and 
it w ent with a smooth ness and 
positiveness yesterday 
afternoon 
th at surprised even th e expert and 
enth usiastic engineers in ch arge of 
its erection. 
Th e engine is by th e M. C. Bul­ 
lock M anufacturing com pany,C h i­ 
cago, and is one of th e latest com­ 
pound condensing patterns, th ree 
cylinders, 150 h orse power, verti­ 
cal 3-line engines, 
th e cylinders 
being incased in wood and all th e 
w orking parts inclosed. 
It receives steam 
th rough 
a 
th ree-inch pipe and exh austs into 
th e 
exh aust pipe 
used 
by th e 
pumps in an adjoining room. 
^ 
Th e dynamo is an alternating 
current generator, type American 
class, 14 pull, 108 kilowatts, 46 0 
revolutions to th e minute. 
It h as 
a voltage with no load of 2,08 0 
and with a full load of 2,300. 
It 
will furnish 2,200 i6 -candie power 
incandescent lamps, but can be 
worked up to ,3000 lamps. 
Th e exciter, wh ich distributes 
th e current over th e field, h as a 
speed of 
1,9 00 revolutions 
per 
minute, and is driven by belts 
from th e main sh aft. 
Th ese two 
sh ort round belts are th e only ones 
on th e mach ine. 
Th e dynamo is built by th e G en­ 
eral Electric company, Mr. J. S. 
Monroe, th e general erecting engi­ 
neer of th at company, installing 
it. 
W m . 
Sch rader, late of St. 
Louis, will be in ch arge of th e 
m ach ine wh en M r. Monroe turns 
it over to th e W ater and Ligh t 
company. 
Th e engine and dynamo are con­ 
nected on th e same sh aft by an ex­ 
pansion joint, new in mech anical 
engineering in th is section, a ring 
, * 
of rawh ide in th e joint equalizing 
expansion at all times. 
Th e gov­ 
ernor is on th e engine’s front fly­ 
wh eel, and governs a valve wh ose 
greatest range is nine-sixteenth s of 
an inch , but sufficient to entirely 
control th e supply of steam. 
Steam for th is engine is supplied 
from th e battery of boilers used to 
^ supply th e water works pumps. 
Th ese boilers were installed about 
two weeks ago, and embrace a fea­ 
ture entirely new in Sedalia. 
Th is 
is th e down draft in th e furnaces. 
Th e coal and h eat are forced down­ 
w ard th rough th e flames and under 
th e boilers. 
Nearly all th e smoke 
is consumed in th is process, wh ich 
adds to th e h eat and prevents th e 
great black cloud wh ich usually 
emerge's from th e smoke stack. 
Th e boilers were made by th e 
Joh n O ’Brien company, St. Louis, 
and h ave a capacity of 16 0 pounds 
to 
th e 
square 
inch 
each . 
A t 
present, 
one 
boiler 
furnish es 
pressure enough 
for 
th e pumps 
and is eicpected to furnish enough 
for th e electric 
engine also, al­ 
th ough th e oth er boiler and th e old 
battery can be called into action in 
a sh ort time. 
Th e two batteries are connected 
by w h at is known as a reduction 
valve, wh ich keeps tne steam at 
th e same pressure wh en th e fire 
under one boiler goes down. 
To supply th e h eat necessary to 
generate th e n o pounds of steam 


normally carried, about five tons 
of boal are used in th e 24 h ours, or 
a carload of 30 or 32 tons a week. 
A t present th e company h as on 
h and a good supply of Rich Hill 
coal, wh ich gives fair satisfaction, 
Higbee coal being used a greater 
part of th e time. 
Th e company 
buys its fuel supply on th e track 
h ere, h auling it to th e pump h ouse 
by private contract. 
A line of poles h as been erected 
from th e plant to th e city, on 
wh ich are carried th e four electric 
ligh t wires, two stand tower au­ 
tomatic electric valve wires and 
two teleph one wires. 
Th e four 
electric ligh t wires are of copper, 
insulated, two No. o and two No. 
10 wires. 
Th e 
two 
automatic 
valve wires are of copper, th e tele­ 
ph one wires being of steel. 
One of th e most remarkable 
electric inventions of a remarkable 
electric age is th e automatic system 
controlling th e valves at th e two 
stand towers. 
By th e pressure of 
one’s th umb on a button at th e 
pumping station th e valves at th e 
stand towers are closed and th e 
full pressure of th e pumps applied 
to th e mains in th e case of a fire. 
Th e central teleph one operator 
notifies th e engineer at th e pum p­ 
ing station th at a fire is raging. 
As h e listens to th e message h e 
presses a button controlling th e 
valve at th e tower from wh ich th e 
water main in th e neigh borh ood of 
th e fire gets its supply and th e 
valve begins to close. 
W h en th e 
operation is completed, in a few 
seconds, 
th e 
valve ¡closes, 
an 
alarm bell rings, and th e pump be­ 
gins to pour th irty-five gallons of 
water per stroke into th e mains. 
Th e fire over, th e valve is open­ 
ed automatically, and th e steady 
flow into th e towers is resumed. 
W h en th e stand tower gets full, 
th e valve again closes, th e alarm 
’bell rings and th e engineer slackens 
th e speed of h is pump. 
Th e company h as now on h and 
at th e pump station about 6 0,000,- 
000 gallons of clear water,sufficient 
for two month s, and at th e upper 
reservoir about 300,000,000 gallons, 
enough to last a year. 
Th e Sedalia W ater and Ligh t 
company h as nine men on its pay­ 
roll, besides th e general officers, to 
wh om it pays 
about |6 oo per 
month in wages. 
Th is does not 
include th e force 
employed 
in 
transferring th e fuel from th e cars 
to th e pumping station. 
Th e electric ligh t engine and 
dynamo cost about $8 ,000, and th e 
smoke consuming device 
in th e 
new furnaces necessitated an ad­ 
ditional outlay of about $5cx).

powerfully

masked men forced them back with 
^drawn 
revolvers. 
The watchman 
«emptied his revolver at the men. 
T h ey 
returned 
the 
fire, 
and, 
leaving the sacks of silver, com- 
.jaienced backing down toward the 
railway tracks, where a hand car 
was concealed. 
For three blocks 
there was a running fight. 
Finally 
the robbers made a dash for the 
hand car. 
B y rapid shooting they 
forced the crowd of citizens back 
and made their escape. 
The only 
citizen hurt by the flying bullets 
was W . W . Price, who was shot 
in the right arm, but not danger­ 
ously wounded. 
That some one of 
the burglars was badly wounded 
was apparent, as there are traces 
o f blood around the starting point 
o f the hand car. 
A b o u t $15,000 in currency was 
overlooked by the robbers in their 
hurry to escape. 
The marauders are believed to 
be members of a gang which has 
committed many similar depreda­ 
tions in Northern Indiana.
